Schmid to ex ecute a note for 
$20,000 to pay b ills in the street 
department with the note b eing 
repaid when the state distrib utes 
license fees and gasoline tax es. 
It specifies the note would b e 
issued for 90 day s and could b e 
renewed for an additional 90 if 
necessary . 
May or Cranmer said he b e­ 
lieved it “ very silly ’ 
for 
the 
city to pay 4 per cent interest 
when there is money in the 
b ank. The may or said he b e­ 
lieved Council should transfer 
some money from the capital 
improvement fund to the street 
department.

Top officials of the Teamsters 
Union scheduled a meeting to­ 
day in Washington to discuss 
spreading strikes b y truck driv­ 
ers dissatisfied with term s of a 
tentative national contract. 
Frank E. Fitzsimmons, acting 
president of the union, sum­ 
moned the leaders one week 
earlier than a planned general 
ex ecutive b oard meeting. 
The walkouts gained momen­ 
tum in the Midwest Tuesday 
and b egan spreading into the 
East.

The National Institute of Men­

chronic use of strong marijuana 
preparations such as hashish 
still is unanswered. 
And any authoritative conclu­ 
sions on long-term marijuana

present studies are completed, 
hopefully in two y ears, the insti­ 
tute said. 
The q uestions and key por­ 
tions of answers b ased on three 
y ears of NIMH-directed studies:

BUT APPARENTLY the Cezch gov ernment 
lead ers and their Ru ssian “su pperiors” remain 
fearfu l that they hav e not completely ex tin­ 
gu ished the d esire of the Czechs for liberaliza­ 
tion and greater freed oms. 
For now they hav e red u ced the 150 members 
of the Commu nist party ’s central committee by

Time To Halt 


WTith nothing better to d o on a rainy Su nd ay 
afternoon, two boy s, 12 and 14, forced open a 
d oor to a new elementary school in a large 
eastern city . By the time they were apprehen­ 
d ed , they had d one $100,000 worth of d amage, 
ransacking d esks, smashing aqu ariu ms, d e­ 
molishing d ozens of ex pensiv e teaching aid s, 
inclu d ing a closed -circu it telev ision camera. 
In some large cities, the cost of school v an­ 
d alism ru ns into the millions ev ery y ear and 
Is growing Bu t the plagu e strikes small cities, 
as well, and all neighborhood s, rich or poor, 
black or white. 
More than half of all school fires are the 
d irect consequ ence of v and alism and , accord ­ 
ing to the FBI, of 100,000 recent arrests of v an­ 
d als, 77 per cent were ju v eniles u nd er 18, most 
of them 12 and 13 y ear old s Clev eland , Ohio, 
which reported 8 ,731 v and alism incid ents in 
1968 -69 costing $68 0,776, has lost one school a 
y ear to arsonists for the past three y ears. 
Nationwid e, the U.S. Office of Ed u cation es­ 
timates that d amage by v and als to pu blic 
schools may ru n as high as $100 million an­ 
nu ally — ev ery d ollar of which is a d ollar 
which cannot be spent on improv ing ed u cation. 
Citing these figu res, the American Insu rance 
Association, representing the property -casu alty 
insu rance ind u stry has cal’ed for a broad -bas­ 
ed attack on the problem — “ a carefu lly or­ 
ganized and concerted d riv e, a broad assau lt 
on this costly mischief and tremend ou s ceo-

NEW YORK — Soon there will come a d ay 
when the big black head lines will be fringed 
with white collars. Strikes cast their almost u n­ 
seen shad ows months sometimes a y ear or two 
before they fu lly su rface and 
startle or d iscombobu late or 
inconv enience a n d 
perhaps 
for a while actu ally threaten 
to paraly ze a nation — as d id 
the u nseen mailmen and air­ 
port tower controllers. 
Thu s it is now 
with thi 
bank tellers and back-of-the- 
cage g e n t l e , white-collar, 
silk-stocking employ es of the

branches). What if thou sand s of them walked 
ou t on strike — as their cou nterparts hav e in 
many other land s'* Su ppose y ou r bank were 
closed for two weeks? 
This is no make-believ e script. The d riv e by 
Howard Cou ghlin's Office and Professional Em­ 
ploy es Int’l Union )OPEIU), AFL-CIO, now is 
blu eprinted and read y for action. 


THIS IS BLUE CHIP u nionism. The play ing 
stakes are astronomical — and Mr. Cou ghlin s 
strategy is to prov e the weightiness of his clu b 
by a trick to two, a glass case in front of some 
banks and “ Play Money .” Certainly this ap­ 
pears gimmicky . Bu t this u nion is seriou s. This 
is their era And blu ntly they say they plan to 
get u nions and u nion members to shift billions 
of d ollars in d eposits from one u nfriend ly bank 
to a friend ly one, or ev en from one u nfriend ly 
bank to another u nfriend ly one. The theory of 
this d ollar d iplomacy is to prov e the power of 
labor’s money . 
The “ glass case techniqu e” simply calls for a 
u nion committee to place a glass, mu seu m-like 
box in front of a target bank. Then the cam­ 
paign will start to get u nion members and u n­ 
ion officials, and ad ministrators of pension and 
welfare (hospital and med ical cost insu rance) 
fu nd s to d rop into the transparent container a 
d u plicate slip of d eposits mad e in other banks. 
Then the case will be carried into the lobby 
or the bank’s ex ecu tiv e su ites — gently and 
with no effort to v iolate the law — so the total 
v alu e of the d eposits in other financial institu ­ 
tions can be calcu lated or estimated by bank of­ 
ficials. 


CAMPAIGN DlRECTOR-u nion p r e s i d e n t 
Cou ghlin, who now has a new mand ate from 
the national AFL-CIO Ex ecu tiv e Cou ncil, has 
written to all his colleagu es and organizers in 
the U.S. and Canad a that the totals in these 


simu lated d eposit box es load ed with what he 
calls "Play Money ” will be in the billions. 


He estimates that the 13.6 mil ion AFL-CIO 
members hav e ind iv id u al accou nts totalling $12 
billion. He pu » s the total of pension and welfare 
fu nd s at a $5 2 billion lev el. The old age secu rity 
pools of cash increase annu ally by eight or ten 
billion d ollars, it is now reported . The welfare, 
med ical and hospitalization fu nd s hav e an ev er 
normal granary of some $8 billion to $1 4 billion 
d epend ing on how it's all reckoned . No one 
really has the total, nor will hav e u ntil a n*w 
reporting law is passed . 
Su ch a law was requ ested recently by Presi­ 
d ent Nix on, who estimated then there is more 
than $120 billion in pension fu nd s. Any where 
from $40 billion to $45 billion now of this total 
fu gu re is influ enced d irectly or ind irectly by la­ 
bor itself. 


Su ch lead ers as Walter Reu ther hav e their 
ey es on pension fu nd s in ind u stries where the 
monies are hand led d irectly by banks and in­ 
su rance companies. This y ear Mr. Reu ther’s 
United Au to Workers u nion certainly will u rge 
that the car ind u stry 's pension billions be joint­ 
ly ad ministered or that the u nion get a v oice in 
the inv estment of gargantu an fu nd s. 


MR. COUGHLIN IS PLAYING It cool and 
aomewhat coy or perhaps qu ix otic. 


On March 11, he wrote to “ All Regional 
Directors, 
International 
Representativ es 
and 
Local Unions of the OPEIU.” He told them: 
“ We tru ly believ e that the (AFL-CIO) Ex ecu ­ 
tiv e Cou ncil action (backing the d riv e) can be 
the instru ment for organizing 
a great many 
banks in the U.S. and Canad a On an interna­ 
tional u nion basis we intend to capitalize on it 
by d ev oting a major portion of ou r energies, re­ 
sou rces and manpower toward s the goal of 
bank organization.” The d riv e alread y has 
started among eight banks in the New York- 
New Jersey area. 


Then he ou tlined the fou r-point action pro­ 
gram. 


There will be d irect v isits by local u nion offi­ 
cers “ with bank presid ents and top officials.” 
“ Lay it on the line to the bank presid ent,’* 
said Cou ghlin, “that the commu nity ’s u nion d ol­ 
lars av ailable for banking can be in his bank if 
he carries the u nion label — an OPEIU signed 
contract for his bank employ es.” 
Mr. Cou ghlin calls for the formation of “ Ad 
Hoc Banking Committees” by labor. These will 
be mad e u p of other local u nion officers, trad es 
and central labor cou ncil officials and interna­ 
tional u nions’ resid ent representativ es — to im­ 
press on the town bankers that the labor mov e­ 
ment will back the OPEIU local 100 per cent 
manpower, money and d eposits. 


DESIGNATE AN OPEIU Local No. - Bank 
Day , or week. Pick a target bank. “Hand bil 
it.” Picket it “informationally ” by the labor 
mov ement and arrange other imaginativ e d em­ 
onstrations, say s he. Here, Mr. Cou ghlin su g­ 
gests the Glass Case labeled “ The Power of the 
Union Dollar.” 
A letter-writing campaign d u ring which u n­ 
ions and their members send special d eliv ery 
mailings to hank officials pled ging their d epos­ 
its to the bank when it signs u p with the u nion. 
Mr. Cou ghlin, in calling his people together 
for the u nion’s April 16-17 organizing conference 
in Chicago, tells them he believ es that “a great 
many bankers” will encou rage their employ es 
to u nionize — so billions of d ollars in d eposits 
can be shifted to friend ly institu tions. 
Cou ld be. Stranger things hav e happened . In 
New York the mails stopped and the airplanes 
started to crawl. 
These are the d ay s of the u npred ictable. 
There are one million bank employ es and the 
labor lead ers control billions on billions of d ol­ 
lars. There’s chemistry in that combination. 
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Smoking- 
Issue Fuzzy 


WASHINGTON - Presid ent Nix on has signe« 
a bill enacting into law a ban on cigarette a d­ 
v ertising broad cast by rad io or telev ision start­ 
ing Jan 2. The Fed eral Trad e Commission is 
au thorized to lequ ire, if it chooses, that health 
warnings be inclu d ed in printed ad v ertising af­ 
ter Ju ly 1, 1971. 
A qu estion arises as to the constitu tional pow­ 
er of the fed eral gov ernment to forbid the ad ­ 
v ertising of any prod u ct which it is legal to sell. 
The theory that a right ex ists to ban cigarette 
commercials on the air stems from the far- 
reaching control the fed eral gov ernment has 
ov er rad io and telev ision. Bu t It is d ou btfu l 
whether su ch restrictions can be applied consti- 
tionally ov er what the printed med ia may pu b­ 
lish. Dispu tes will d ev elop as to whether a 
warning that some prod u ct may prov e harmfu l 
can be requ ired . 


THE TOBACCO MANUFACTURERS them 
se’v es d o not agree with the find ings of some of 
the research mad e thu s far abou t the d anger to 
health in smoking, and feel that the warnings 
are not ju stified . 
The Fed eral Trad e Commission ind icated to 
Congress last Ju ne that if the tobacco manu iac 
tu rers switch their broad cast ad v ertising money 
to printed ad v ertisements, the FTC hoped to re­ 
qu ire them to inclu d e this notice: “ Warning: 
c.garette smoking is d angerou s to health and 
may cau se d eath from cancer, coronary heart 
d isease, chronic bronchitis, pu lmonary emphy - 
•ema and other d iseases.” 
Again and again in American history objec­ 
tions hav e been raised to the d istribu tion o f 
prod u cts that were d eemed harmfu l to health. 
Bu t this has to be prov ed conclu siv ely o r legal 
fu its will mu ltiply . 
When the mov ement against the u s® of alco­ 
holic bev erages began sev eral d ecad es ago, It 
became ev id ent that a constitu tional amend ­ 
ment wou ld be necessary in ord er actu ally to 
prohibit the “manu factu re, transportation and 
sale” of intox icating l qu ors. The amend ment 
was ad opted in 1919, bu t was repealed in 1933. 
While the amend ment was in force, it was, of 
cou rse, illegal to pu blish any ad v ertisements of­ 
fering intox icating bev erages. Dou btless litiga­ 
tion will raise qu estions as to whether tobacco 
prod u cts cou ld be kept off the market and their 
sale interfered with by banning ad v ertising. 
Whi:e the controv ersy at the moment is relat­ 
ed to broad cast ad v ertising, the amou nt spent 
for that pu rpose is relativ ely small compared to 
the su ms inv olv ed in the sale of tobacco and 
the prod u ction of tobacco prod u cts. 
The tobacco states are d eeply interested In 
the fu tu re of the d ebote becau se the market for 
one of their main ind u stries—both the growing 
and processing of tobacco — will be seriou sly 
affected if a prohibition on or a seriou s d rop in 
the u se of cigarettes shou ld ensu e. 
The U.S. Department of Agricu ltu re estimates 
that total consu mer spend ing for cigarettes in 
1969 amou nted to $5 billion plu s $4 3 billion col­ 
lected by fed eral, state and local gov ernment in 
ex cise tax es. 
These figu res tell why the tobacco companies 
d o not ex actly relish the placing of more warn­ 
ings on cigarette packages as well as the ad d ed 
restraints on ad v ertising. 
The ind u stry is eager to intensify the re­ 
search cu rrently u nd er way in ord er that some­ 
thing more conclu siv e than has been d iscov ered 
thu s far on the alleged d angers might be mad e 
av ailable to the pu blic. 


THE TOBACCO INSTITUTE, which is the 
trad e association for the large cigarette manu ­ 
factu rers, has welcomed the fact that the new 
bill requ ires the secretary of health, ed u cation 
and welfare to ex ped ite a cooperativ e effort be­ 
tween the ind u stry and his d epartment. 
For there certainly is a big d ifference of opin­ 
ion as to the ex tent to which smoking is d anger­ 
ou s to health. It is pointed ou t that many non- 
smokers are v ictims of some of the same ail­ 
ments as smokers and some smokers liv e on to 
old age withou t encou ntering the illnesses that 
are su pposed ly threatening them. Scientific in­ 
formation conv incing and acceptable to 
a ll 
aid es has y et to be obtained .

Now he talks abou t jazz to any one who will

“You can’t say I’m try ing to ’bring back* 
jazz,” he said .

It was the pu blic that went 
away , not the mu sic. What were attempting 
is sorf of a red irection of attention and , In a 
way , it’s like try ing to ex hu me corpses. 
“Nobod y listens any more, I gu ess, jazz it 
not lou d enou gh.” 


The band play s, Gibson watches. He is a 
portly , rou nd -faced fellow with an intimate 
manner. Say hello to Richard Gibson, shake 
hand s with Richard Gibson and he begins 
pou ring his sou nd into y ou rs.

One d ay Phil Harris came ou t of the au d i­ 
ence to stand u p with the band . ATI were 
bu d d ies, all were links with something not 
arou nd any more. As he left the stage, Har­ 
ris told the au d ience, “ There’s v ery few left, 
folks, and most of them are u p here—so en­ 
joy them.” 
Richard Gibson was asked if jazz might 
regain its old popu larity .
